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FEDERAL AID 
FOR HIGHWAYS © 
SHOULD CONTINUE 


Regina, That federal aid for 
highways should be continued with 
additional a‘'d to the various pro-| 
vinces was the view of the delegates | 
attending the 15th annual convention | 
of the Canadian Good Roads Asso- 
ciation who dealt with many other 
matters of interest during the ses- 
sions here. Elimination of level, 
crossings, building cement bridges 
and roads, the financial responsibil- 
ity of urban municipalities in road 
development, gasoline taxes and win- 
ter roads all had their place on the 
agenda. 

Hon, ©. L. McPherson, minister of 
public works for Alberta, was unani- 
mously chosen president of the asso- 
ciation and other officers were elect- 
ed. Seven invitations were present 
ed for next year's meeting place and, 
while, no decision was arrived at 
Prince Edward Island would seem to 
be in favor with the delegates. 

When the subject of Federal aid 
for highways was under review the 
discussions arising from this topic 
were crystallized in the following 
resolution: 

“Resolved, that in view of the very 


marked and acknowledged benefit 
which comes to Canada as a whole 
because of the large investments 


being made in the highway construc- 
tion and maintenance by various 
municipal and provincial bodies, such 
benefit being of a far reaching na- 
ture and affecting many branches of 
Dominion government service; and 
whereas the Federal government has 
collected in excess of $200,090,000 
during the past 10 years which can 
be directly or indirectly traced to 
highways; and in view of the fact 
that the Federal government recog- 
nized its interest in highways by 4 
first grant of $20,000,000, which has 
been expended; and, in view of the 
increase in highway travel through- 
out Canada, this association, in an-) 
nual convention assembled, reaffirm 
its oft-stated belief in Federal aid to 
highways and that additional aid 
should be granted at the earliest 
possible moment to the various prov- 
inces and the executive committee is 
hereby instructed to make every rea- 
sonable effort to have this resolution 
made effective.”

Explanations And Comments 


The Forfeited Chance, Acts 19.8, 9. 
On his third) missionary journey 
aul came to Ephesus, where he fol- 
lowed his customary method of 
speaking first to the Jews, and then 
to the Greeks. For three months in 
the synagogue he reasoned and per- 
suaded as to the things concerning 
the Kingdom--the subject of Jesus’ 
teaching. But instead of heeding his 
message, the Jews hardened their 
hearts, and some of them even spoke 
evil of “the Way" (used as a syn- 
onym for Christianity: recall Acts 
9.2). Paul was obliged to break 
with the Jews, leaving the synagogue 
for the lecture-room of ‘Tyrannus, 
where many of them followed him. 
Tyrannus was probably a Gentile who 
had a school of philosophy. Paul may 
have seemed to the Ephesians to be 
one of the wandering professors of 
philosophy who were so numerous in 
the early Empire. In the lecture-room 
of Tyrannus, from cleven to-four, af- 
ter that philosopher had finished his 
lectures, Paul proclaimed 
hearers Jesus the Christ.

A WELCOME FOR 
SETTLERS FROM 
THE BRITISH ISLES 


London, Eng.---“No bigger untruth 
was ever offered in respect to a na- 
tion and a country than to say that 
Canada does not wish to have mi- 
grants from the British Isles,’ Prem- 
ier Mackenzie King of Canada de- 
clared emphatically in the course of 
a lengthy speech on Canada’s immi- 
gration question and diplomatic 
representation abroad at the annual 
banquet of the Canada club here. 

“Not only do we wish to have but 
we are prepared to advance money 
for their passage and indeed in some 
cases pay the entire passage for 
those whose labor we specially 

| need,” the Canndian Premier stress- 
ed after outlining the prosperity of 
Canada at present and the except- 
ional opportunities the Dominion held 
for migrants. 

Hon, Charles Dunning, minister of 
railways for Canada, followed Prem- 
}ier King with a statement that he 
believed many of the British miner- 

harvesters who went to Canada this 
fall would remain in the west. 

This experiment was merely the 
extension to Britain of the practice 

followed in Canada for 20 years, he 
remarked. Eastern Canadians had 
been going west on harvest excur- 
| sions for two decades and many had 
settled permanently in western Can- 
ada, 


The speaker strongly deprecated 
the idea that any considerable pro- 
portion of people without experience 
in Western Canada could be expect- 
ed to start immediately to become 
successful farmers on their own ac- 
count, Assisted settlement schemes 
could not in this way be wisely ex- 
tended, he added. 

A “certain type of propaganda ap- 
pearing from Canada in the British 
press, conveying the impression that 
3ritons are not wanted in Canada” 
was strongly condemned by the min- 
ister.

London, Eng. Winston Churchill, 
chancellor of the exchequer, who 
made quite a reputation as a brick- 
layer while handling a trowel in the 
building operations at his home in 
Kent last summer, has made himself 
one with his fellow craftsmen by join- 
ing the Amalgamated Union of Build- 
ing Trades Workers. The chancel- 
lor who paid his entrance fee by 
cheque will receive his union card 
shortly. 

Notifying the new recruit to trades 
union ranks that he will be pleased 
to enroll him as a member, James 
F’. Lane, divisional secretary, sent 
Mr. Churchill a copy of the rules 
mentioning the entrance fee of five 
shillings and a weekly 
of nine pence. 

“This,” Lane wrote, “entitles you 
in addition to trade protection to one 
pound a week should you be called 
out on strike and to additional un- 
employment benefits should you at 
any time fall out of employment.”
